CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


The Bill Proposed by the Educa­ 
tion and Labor Committee. 


COMPLETE TEXT OF THB MEASURE 


Conditions Upon W hich the C hinese 
M ay E nter the U nited States. 


ISPBOUL BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECOIt2-rN105.J 


W ashington, January 25th.—The full text 
of the biil for the restriction of Chinese im­ 
migration recommended by the House Com­ 
mittee on Education and Labor is as follows : 
A bill to regulate, limit and suspend the immi­ 
gration of Chinese laborers to the United States — 
Whereas, it appears that the great majority of 
Chínete immigrants are unwilliug to conform to our 
institutions, or to become pertnafient residents of 
our country ; whereas, for the above reason their 
presence affects, or threatens to affect, the interests 
of our people ; therefore be it enacted, etc.: 
Section 1. That the coming into or residence in 
the United Slates of Chinese laborers, except as 
hereafter provided, is hereby declared to be unlaw­ 
ful, and is suspended f- r the period of twenty-five 
years from and after the passage of this Act. 
Sec 2. Chinese subjects, whether proceeding to 
the United States as teachers, students, merchants 
or from curiosity, together with their body and 
household servants, and Chinese laborers who were 
residing in the United States on the 12th day of 
November, 1880, and all Chinese who have come 
into the United Siale3 between the 7th of Novem­ 
ber, 1880, and the paesage of this Act, shall, upon 
being identified as hereinafter provided, be allowed 
to go and come of their own free will and accord, 
and shall be accorded all the rights, privileges, im­ 
munities and exemptions which are accorded to citi­ 
zens aiul subjects of the most favored nations. 
Sec. 3. That the Chinese laborers described in 
the preceding section, who shall depart from the 
United States after the passage of this Act, shall not 
be permitted to return and resume their residence, 
unless before their departure they shall have beeu 
duly registered at a Custom house in the United 
States, and shall produce to the Collector of the dis­ 
trict in which they shall se» k to re-enter the certifi­ 
cate of registration ar.d Consular certificates, as 
hereinafter provide!. Such Chinese laborers who 
may have departed from the United States prior to 
the passage of this Act, and any Chinese of the 
other permitted classes described in the second sec­ 
tion of this Act, shall, as a condition of entry, pro­ 
duce to the Collector of the district in which they 
seek to enter the permission of the Chinese Go\ - 
crnment and Consular certificate, as hereinafter 
provided. 
?ec. 4. That the Secretan- of the Treasury is 
hereby invested with authority to carry into * full 
effect the foregoing provisions, and for this purpose 
he shall forthwith cause to be prepared and kept at 
the Custom-houscBi of the United States, proper 
hooks, in such form as he shall prescribe, for the 
registration of Chinese w ho filial1, be entitled, under 
the provisions of this Act, toihe privilege oí en u r­ 
ing and residing in riie United States. Such books 
shall contain the name of every Chine c registered, 
and his proper signature, his place of biith, giving 
the town or district, date of birth, place of residence 
before coming to the United State?, place of resi­ 
dence in the United States, names 
ami resi­ 
dence of his parents, date and place of arri­ 
val in the Unit d States, employment or business, 
hight, weight and physical m irks or peculiarities, 
by which he may be identified. Every applicant 
for registration shall make oath to the fac;s stated 
in this registry, which oath shall be recorded in 
the Book or Registry, and in cases where the appli­ 
cant claims the privilege of registration by reason 
of his having been in the Unite! States on the 
7th day of November, 18S0, the fact of his resi­ 
dence tbtrein shall be proved by the oath of two 
credible witnesses which oath shall be taken, en­ 
tered and attested in the Book of Registry before 
registration. The Collector of Customs or any 
deputy shall have power to administer and certify 
to all oaths under this Act. 
Sec. 5. That no Chinaman of any class or occupa­ 
tion shall be allowed to enter the juris-fiction of the 
United States without the permission of the Chinese 
Government be first specially obtained in each case, 
to be evidenced by a certificate issued by sai l Gov­ 
ernment, which certificate shall be in the English 
language, or accompanied by a translation into Eng­ 
lish ; showing such permission, wiih the name of 
the permitted person in his proper signature, and 
all tho {articulara in regard to him reqiured in Sec­ 
tion 3 for registration. The gonuiucncs} of which 
certificate, ami the truth of the facts therein, shall 
be attested toby indorsement thereon, after dee ex­ 
amination by a witness or ether*ise, in his discre­ 
tion, by the Consul-General or other Consular rep­ 
resentative of the United States at the port * r plaee 
from which the person proceeded tu the United 
States. Chinese laborers^»! the permitted class, 
who return"to China prior to the passage of this 
Act, shall prove the fact, together with their resi­ 
dence in the United States, by the testimony of two 
witnesses, whose credibility «hall be attested in the 
certificate. Such Chinese shall keep such certificate, 
and exhibit it to the proper authorities in the 
United States whenever lawfully demanded ; pro­ 
vided, that this Act shall not apply to diplomatic or 
other officers of the Chinese Government, having 
come upon the busines of that Government, whose 
credentials in the usual form shall be taken as equiv­ 
alent to the certificate before named, and shall ex­ 
empt them and their body and household servants 
from the registration required of other Chinese. 
Sec 6. That it shall be the duty tf the Col ¡eel o: 
of Customs to issue to every Chinese subject regis­ 
tered by him, at the time cf registry, or as s >on 
theieafteras practicable, a ceitificate m such form 
and device as the Secretary of the Treasury n ay 
prescribe, setting forth all the facta contained iu 
such registration and date of identificatio» pre­ 
scribed in Section 3; which certifica e shall be 
Signed by the Collector of Cu».tom3 of the district, 
or deputy; all attested by hU seal of office and dated 
tho day of its issue, and upon which shall be writ­ 
ten the proper signature ot tho person registered. 
A minute entry of the issuance of such certificate, 
and the date of lssuar.ee, shall be made in the Book 
of Registry on the margin of the registration. The 
certificate issued to a Chinese subject shall be prura 
facie evidence of the facts therein stated, and shall 
entitle the person to whom it is issued to enter and 
reside in the United States at his own free will. 
Each person to whom a certificate shail be issued 
shall pay for the same tho sum of 83, to be covered 
into the Treasury of the United States. 
Sec. 7. That any pe*sou who shail m i’-e a false 
statement of fact under oath In ihe registry of 
any Chinese, under tho provisions of this Act, shall 
be deemed guiby of perjury, and any person who 
shall register at more than one Custom-house in the 
United States, or procure more than one certificate 
of registration, or alter or substitute any name for 
the name written in such certificate, or utter any 
forged or fraudulent certificate, shall be deeniid 
guilty of felony. 
Sec. 8. That no master of any vessel, owned in 
whole or in part by a citiz n of the United States, 
or by a citizen of any foreign com»try, shall take on 
board such vessel at any foreign {K>rt or place what­ 
ever, any Chinese except accredited officers of the 
Chinese Government, traveling on the business of 
that Government, and such Chinese shall first pro­ 
duce to him the permission <>f the Chinese Govern­ 
ment, attested by the Consular officer of the United 
States as hereinbefore provided, nr a certificate of 
registration, duly issued by a Collector of a district 
in the United States, with the identity of the holder 
simii ai ly attested by Consular authority. Any mas­ 
ter of a vessel violating the provisions of this sec­ 
tion «hall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall for ea^*h person so taken on beard and brought 
within the jurisdiction of the United States, be fined 
in the sum of ¡¿000, and may be imprisoned not ex­ 
ceeding one year, provided that this section shall 
not apply to any master seeking a harborin 6tressof 
weather. 
Sec. P. That the master of any vessel arriving in 
the United States, or any of the Territo. ies thereof, 
from any foreign piare whatever, at the same time 
he delivers a manifest of the cargo, and if there be 
no cargo, then at the time of making the report of 
the entry of the vessel pursuant to leaving, shall,. 
in addition to the other matters required to be re­ 
ported by law, deliver and report to the Collector 
of the district in which such vessel shall arrive, a 
separate list of all Chinese passengers taken on 
board the vessel at any foreign port or place, and 
of all such passengers on board the vejsel at that 
time. Such list shall be sworn to by the master m 
the same manner aa directed by law- in relation to 
the manifest of cargo, and for the refusal or ncclect 
of the master to comply with ihe provisions of this 
section he shall incur the same penalti»*, disabilities 
and forfeiture as are provided for a refusal or neglect 
to report and deliver a manifest of cargo. 
Sec. 10. 1 hat the amount of the several penalties 
imposed ou the master by the foregoing provisions 
shall be liens on the vessel, which shall be libeled 
therefor in anv District or Circuit Court of the 
United States where such vessel shall arrive. It is 
made the duty of the United States Attorney to 
proceed for such penalties and forfeituies in all cases 
where this law ¡3 violated. 
See. 11. That if any Consular officer, on the 
examination of claimsto identity of Chinese subjects 
proposing to depart the United States, shall be satis­ 
fied that the persons seek to do bo fraudulently, and 
in violation ot this Act, he shall refuse to attest to 
the right of such person to so depart, and any Col­ 
lector of customs shall refuse to allow any Chinese 
to enter the United States if he shall discover that 
such entry if unlawful under the A ct; and any Chi­ 
nese unlawfully entering within the United States, 
or who shall have unlawfully entered the United 
Stages in >ny way, either ty land or water, they 
shall remove therefrom at the cost of the United 
States, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
Treasury may prescribe. 
Sec. 12. 
That this Act shall take effect sixty 
days from and after its passage, and the President of 
the United States shall immediately upon its passage 
communicate the same to the Government of China.

The Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county has appointed Dr. Rozas Quarantine 
Officer. 
IIis duty is to insptct passengers 
on the trains at Sin Fernando, so as to 
guard as much as possible against the in­ 
troduction of small-pox. 
One of Healdsburg’s most observant 
grape growers applies sulphur to his vines 
just as the bloom falls off and grapes begin 
to form ; when danger from mildew is ap­ 
prehended he applies a second dressing a 
few weeks later. 
He has pursued this 
course several seasons and the effect of 
sulphur upon the fruit, both in size and 
quality, is very perceptible. 
Hon. W. McPherson Hiil, who owns a 
large vineyard near Sonoma, experimented 
with water on grapevines infected with 
phylloxera. 
After beiDg submerged forty 
days, the insects were destroyed ; but a t 
the end of only eighteen days, after first 
being put under water, they were lively as 
crickets. 
From this experiment vineyard- 
ists are sure that when vines can be sub­ 
merged for a period of about seven weeks, 
when desired, thero need be no fear of 
phylloxera destroying the vineyard.—[Oal- 
istogan. 
Juan Arana, of Yosemite, but at present 
stopping in Mariposa, la3t Tuesday was 
there considerably powder burned abont 
the face from the explosion of a rifle cart­ 
ridge with vthich he was loading his gun. 
It appears he placed the cartridge with his 
hand iu the chamber of his ride aa far as it 
would go, then palled the lever forward to 
drive it to its place, when by some means 
the hammer fell, causing' the cartridge to 
fire before it was driven to its place. 
A 
great many7 accidents occur to gunners in 
this same way. 
If they would hold the 
hammer with their left hand there would 
be no danger.

GUILTY, AS CHARGED IN THE IN­ 
DICTMENT. 


DETACHED ARMY OFflCERS. 
A bill has been introduced to Congress 
which is intended to break up the system 
of detaching army officers from their regi­ 
ments and assigning them to practically 
permanent sinecure posts in Washington 
or elsewhere. As might have been ex­ 
pected, this bill has caused a great sensa­ 
tion among the officers who find life in 
Washington very much pleasanter than 
fighting Indians on the frontier. And as 
the name of these officers is said to be 
Legion, they are of course bringing all the 
influence possible to bear upon Congress to 
get the obnoxious bill shelved or defeated. 
Yet the probability is that the bill is a 
good one. For it Las been a standing com­ 
plaint during many years ; indeed almost 
ever since the close *f tho rebellion ; that 
a great number of army officers have ob­ 
tained detached assignments at the seat of 
Government, and virtually live there, 
doing little or nothing but to act as social 
ornaments. Now while the WiBhin;ton 
ladies no doubt appreciate brass butt ms 
and 
shoulder-straps 
very 
highly, 
it 
certainly 
is 
not 
fair 
either 
to 
the 
officers 
on 
active 
duty, 
or the country, which maintains theBe 
Washington Sybarites, that they should 
thus monopolize all the good things of the 
service. The public have come to believe 
that the army is over-officered, moreover. 
That it has not too many privates is gen­ 
erally admitted, but when it is seen that 
so many officers can be spared to attend 
balls and parties, and to look pretty in 
society, the taxpayers not unreasonably 
begin to inquire whether it is absolutely 
necessary that this practice should be kept 
up. The Secretary of War thinks not, 
and he has caused the present bill to be 
introduced. 1'erhaps Congress would be 
acting most wisely if it deferred to his 
views on the subject instead of taking its 
cue from the butterfly military men who 
do all their fighting by proxy. 
RUSSIA AND ROTHSCHILD. 
The Russian Embassador at London, 
Prince Lobanoff, has been directed by his 
Government to refuse to transmit to it the 
appeal on behalf of the Russian Jews 
which is headed by Rothschild. It is in­ 
deed no secret that there is enmity be­ 
tween the Romanoffs and the Rothschilds. 
Russia has alwajs ill-treated her Jewish 
subjects, and in return the great financiéis 
of Europe have done her many an injury 
in the world’s money markets, when her 
necessities compelled her to seek loans. 
At the time of the Russo-Turkish war the 
Rothschilds very nearly prevented the St. 
Petersburg Government from obtaining 
any money at all, but it was understood 
then that the Czar’s Ministers found it 
advisable to make certain promises in re­ 
gard to the future treatment of the Jews, 
on which condition the Rothschilds with­ 
drew their opposition. Almost as a matter 
of course Russia broke her promises, and 
now there is possibly a certain degree of 
Batiré in the action taken by Rothschild, 
which has cettled the Russian Cabinet. 
Put the great banking house has nothing 
to fear from Czardom. Let the Czar 
rather look to himself when that potent 
firm is arrayed against him, for sooner or 
later it will avenge itself on the imperial 
treasury for the persecution of the Jews. 
And because the imperial treaanry is Rus­ 
sia's weakest spot, she has most to appre­ 
hend from an assault there. That assault 
may come when she is struggling for life 
against foreign foes ; when she is seeking 
escape from domestic treason in external 
alliances ; but it will come when her need 
is greatest, and when she is least able to 
resist it. For the Rothschilds have not 
only long arms but long memories. 


At last the long outrage of the trial 
of President Garfield’s murderer is ended, 
and in the only way which could have sat­ 
isfied justice and the American people. 
Never was the law-abiding disposition of 
the nation put to so severe and pro 
tractcd a test as iu this case. Day after 
da)', week after week, the assassin has 
been allowed almost literally to control 
the tribnnal charged with his trial. His 
harsh, strident voice has dominated the 
arguments of the prosecution, the state­ 
ments of witnesses, even the utterances of 
the Court. His scurrilous invective, his 
insolent interruptions, his brazen egotism, 
his revolting cant of religion, his audacious 
appeals to the public, his buffoonery, and 
his callous indifference to the consequences 
of his act, have been forced during all this 
long period upon the attention of a people 
who were wrought hourly to still greater 
detestation of the miscreant, and to still 
greater indignation at the latitude per­ 
mitted him. That he has not been riddled 
with steel or lead as he sat in the dock or 
at the counsel table ; that he wa3 not torn 
from the hands of the officers by an exas­ 
perated populace, weeks ago, and incon­ 
tinently hanged on the nearest lamp­ 
post ; that all these cumulative wrongs 
and insults have been patiently endured 
at his villainous hands; proves that the 
reverence for ordered administration of the 
law is far stronger in the hearts of the 
American people than the enemies of the 
democratic system have heretofore been 
willing to admit. 
Even though it was long since realized 
that no punishment, no certainty of con­ 
demnation, could compensate for the deep 
disgrace of this amazing trial, it has been 
suffered to go on to the end. And though 
it is impossible not to experience a mingled 
feeling of relief and thankfulness at the 
character of the verdict that has been ren­ 
dered, it is equally impossible to forget 
that if the memory of the victim bad not 
been suffered to grow dim in these latter 
days, the same result would have been 
reached without any surrender of the dig­ 
nity of the Court, without any wound to 
the feelings of the people, and without any 
abatement of the solemnity which in such 
a case should have marshalled the swift and 
unhampered progress of the sssassin from 
the prison to the dock, from the dock to 
the condemned cell, and thence to the gal­ 
lows. It may be accepted as Judge Cox's 
theory that it was necessary to give the de­ 
fense such license as would preclude all 
danger of au appeal from an adverse ver­ 
dict. That no doubt is the true explana­ 
tion of the Court’s line of action. But 
when every possible allowance has been 
made for this hypothesis, we cannot but 
believe that the concessions made were 
alike needless and injudicious, and that in 
the end the country has suffered more dis­ 
credit from the Court’s policy than could 
have been entailed by any temporary stay 
of the sentence. 
But with the conduct of the jury no 
fault can be fouud. It has done its duty 
most loyally and uprightly. It was not 
misled by the conflicting expert testimony. 
It was not moved by the theory of “ in­ 
spiration.” It kept steadfastly before it 
the crime and the criminal, and it has ren­ 
dered a verdict the justice of which the 
civilized world will indorse. For once, but 
not, let us hope, for the only time, the de­ 
fense of insanity has broken down. The 
juggling plea which has sufficed to save so 
many murderers from the gallows, has 
failed this one. “ Guilty, as charged in 
“ the indictment,” is the stern response to 
all the impudence, and sophistry, and 
cant and cunning of the prisoner. His own 
keenness, his counsel’s specious arguments, 
their joint attempts to discredit the prose­ 
cution, the sustained pretense of confidence 
in the issue—all have come to this. The 
twelve silent, attentive men who have oc­ 
cupied so passive a position throughout the 
noisy, sensational, spasmodic proceed­ 
ings, have at last spoken one short sen­ 
tence, but it is enough. Before its potency 
the whole scheme of the defense melts and 
disappears. There is no more pretense of 
insanity. There is no More pretense of 
inspiration. There is only a vile assassin, 
stripped at lait of all his disguises, adjudged 
guilty as charged in the indictment, and 
delivered over to the hangman. 
It has been a grim and ghastly trial, but 
it has not after all turned out a farce. 
The despicable wretch who slew the 
President to minister to his own gross and 
enormous vanity, will have yet leisure 
enough to realize that bis hated name will 
“ go thundering down the ages” linked 
only with the names of the criminals whom 
mankind most loathes and execrates. In 
the silence and seclusion of the condemned 
cell he will be enabled to sum up his mis­ 
spent life ; that miserable life which has 
included no pure love, no unselfish ambi­ 
tion, no honorable impulses, no manly ac­ 
tions ; but which has been a monotonous 
record of sordid meannesses, petty chi­ 
canery, malicious mischief, preposterous 
conceits, capped by one crime which is 
only great on the side of the noble victim. 
And let us hope that he will not be per­ 
mitted any superfluous loiterings upon the 
stage. 
The work of the law has 
been done. The executive arm should 
be brought into requisition promptly. The 
sentence of death should be followed by 
execution as quickly as the prevailing rules 
will allow. The country hai no further 
use for Guiteau, save to hang him. 
His 
worthless, disreputable life is, alas, all too 
poor a sacrifice to the manes of our departed 
statesman-ruler, yet it is all that we can offer. 
He has had his day in Court. He could 
not have been tried by a jury of his peers, 
for there were not twelve Guiteaus in the 
country. He has, however, been accorded 
all and more than all the liberties and 
privileges he had a right to demand. He 
ha3 played his dark and desperate game, 
and lost it. And all that remains to be 
done is to exact the forfeit as quickly as 
possible, and then to bury his infamous re­ 
mains in a nameleas and unrevealed grave. 
Let hia body be consigned to Shame, and 
his memory to Oblivion. 


BISMARCK DEFENDING THE RESCRIPT 
Whatever Bismarck does is boldly done, 
whether it be right or wrong. His natural 
masterful character thus impels him to give 
rqual emphasis to his triumphs and his 
blunders, and one effect of this tendency ¡3 
to produce the appearance of profound 
cynicism. Having counseled and drawn 
the late imperial rescript, of course he is 
bound to defend it, but in undertaking that 
defense he has flaunted his Absolutist doc­ 
trines in the face of the Reichstag with an 
audacity by no means calculated to bring 
about a satisfactory adjustment. In his 
remarkable speech the other day he told 
the Reichstag in the plainest of terms 
that all the constitutional liberties it en­ 
joyed proceeded directly from the King; 
and he left his hearers to adopt the intpl;. 
cation that what the King had given the 
King might take away. He did not fail to 
remind the Reichstag that ptecedents 
drawn from English history could not ap­ 


ply to German politics, for that the Ger­ 
man Constitution did not exalt Parliament 
above the CrowD, but, on the contrary, 
made it the creature of royalty. He him­ 
self, he said, was only present there as a 
royal PruEsian plenipotentiary. And he ob­ 
served that it was necessary for them to 
recognize and defer to the royal supremacy. 
“ Royalty,” he said “ must not be allowed to 
“ weaken by disuse ;” apparently intimat- 
¡Dg that in England such a weakening had 
taken place. As to the rescript, it must 
be obeyed. The Government officials must 
work for their employers in politics. They 
must “ defend the Government against the 
“ calumnies of its enemies, and assert the 
“ truth against falsehood.” Nothing conld 
be more cynical than this implication that 
truth was sure always to be on the side of 
the Government, unless it might be his 
further remark that the Government of­ 
ficials, after working for the crown all 
through the campaign, “ could vote a3they 
“ pleased, with the secret ballot.” And so 
it is put beyond further doubt that in their 
old age Bismarck and his master have re­ 
turned to tbeir earliest political positions, 
and that they intend to figure as the de­ 
fenders of Absolutism to the end. Per­ 
haps they think that the deluge will come 
after they have passed away. Certainly 
they are doing what they can to bring it 
upon tbeir country. The Absolutist pro­ 
gramme will for the time being make Bis­ 
marck’s management of the Reichstag more 
difficult than ever, and the trouble arising 
out of the new constitutional interpretation 
will increase with time. The Bismarckian 
policy of late years has assuredly not 
been wise. The Protectionist programme ; 
the concessions to the Catholics ; the bar­ 
gaining with the Socialists ; and now this 
haughty and aggressive declaration of 
Absolutism ; all betoken great uncertainties 
anil desperate straits. And since each of 
these measures has resulted in opening the 
eye3 of some previous believers in the 
Cbarcellor, and thus alienating the 
stronger statesmen of Germany, he has 
been obliged to rely more and more upon 
weaker and less trustworthy men. It is 
the old story. Louis Napoleon was com­ 
pelled to base the Second Empire upon 
corruption in order to have an empire at 
all. Bismarck, in his efforts to consolidate 
an empire which depends upon Militarism 
and Absolutism, is being driven to take 
his instruments more frequently from the 
baser elements of politics. How all this 
will end he will probably not live to see, 
but when the reaction does come it will be 
all the stronger for the present attempt to 
trample out the democratic spirit. 


THE FORTIFICATIONS BILL. 
The Fortifications Committee has report­ 
ed, and the House has passed, a bill which 
provides just one hundred thousand dol­ 
lars for forts, and as much more for guns. 
This is a mere waste of two hundred 
thousand dollars. Five times the amount 
would be required to arm the fortifications 
of a Eingle importaut harbor, say, for ex­ 
ample, San Francisco. This petty appro­ 
priation will be frittered in driblets, which 
will be distributed over the whole coast 
line, and in the end nothing will have been 
done. Congress can squander a hundred 
millions on thieves, and then boast of i t ; 
but when the defenses of the country are 
concerned, and a real danger is to be met, 
it is impossible to obtain enough even to 
make a practical beginning with. This is 
discreditable alike to the intelligence and 
the patriotism of the national representa­ 
tives. 


MINING MENTION. 
Considerable prospecting is being done 
in the vicinity of San Andreas. Ditches 
are being repaired and dams thrown across 
small gulche3. Mo3t of the work is being 
done in the hope of finding pockets. Ex­ 
perts in pocket hunting say that there are 
several rich pocket leads within a mile of 
town which are held by agricultural 
patents. 
What is known as the Burgess Ranch 
Placer case, involving the title to about 
twenty-three acres of mining land, situated 
in Shasta county, Cal., has been decided in 
favor of the applicant, George Simmons. 
The decision takes the ground that as Sim­ 
mons had occupied and worked the claim 
since 1S69 he ehould receives patent under 
the statute of limitations of the California 
mining laws. 
The quartz mining interests in the vicin­ 
ity of Ophir are looking up. A number of 
developments have recently been made, 
and work started on several leads that for 
a long time have been idle. On what is 
known as the Boulder mine, a short dis­ 
tance north of Ophir, they are working 
full shifts, and driving things ahead with 
an earnestness indicative of success.— 
[Placer Herald. 
Louis Lay, of Golconda, informs the 
Winnemucca Silver Stale that two French­ 
men who have been prospecting in that 
vicinity have discovered mines about five 
miles from the station, on the noith side 
of the river, which promise to be valuable. 
One of the ledges Í3 about five feet wide, 
and the ore is argentiferous galena. Some 
of the ore assays high in silver. This mine 
is situated within a few hundred yards of 
the railroad. 
In different parts of the 'county white 
men are jumping Chinese claims, since 
Judge Steele’s decisioa against the right of 
Chinamen to secure patents, either person­ 
ally or by power of attorney. The decision 
willbhut off the practice of white men sell­ 
ing to Chinamen any possessory right to 
mining land, which cannot be held against 
an application for a patent by citizens or 
persons declaring their intention to become 
citizens.—[Yreka Journal. 
The recent cold snap has been quite a 
drawback to all kinds of mining operations, 
many of which have suspended work until 
a more favorable season ; bat as soon as 
spring opens there will be more mining 
here, with better prospects, than there has 
been for Beveral years. The Dolan & 
Coggswell mine is expected to change 
hands in a short time, when a large null 
will be erected, which will evidently give 
employment to quite a number of men.— 
[Mountain Echo. 
Some specimens of ore that will pay at 
the rate of $’20,000 or more a ton were 
found night before last on the 350-foot 
level north of the Nevada City mine. 
Tnese exceedingly rich bunches are fre­ 
quently encountered in that part of the 
mine where the ledge varies from one to 
four feet in thickness. The water is now 
all out of the workmgs and the incline is 
down ninety feet towards the 450-level, 
which will be etarted this week.—[Nevada 
Transcript, January 22d. 
The quartz mining interests of Nevada 
county are in a most encouraging condi­ 
tion. In this district, by which we mean 
Nevada township, nearly 200 stamps are 
dropping, and the nnmber is being increased 
from month to month. Tne numerous live 
enterprises, old and new, that are adjacent 
to Grass Valley are mostly prospering, and 
several new producers will be opened there 
also before many months. In all other 
parts of the county where auriferous quartz 
deposits abound the same indications of 
activity in this branch prevail. Even the 
Meadow Lake country is gradually passing 
from under the cloud that has hung over it 
so long, and before long we hope to chroni­ 
cle that the ores there, which have hereto­ 
fore proved so rebellious, are yielding up 
their treasure at the touch of science. The 
drawbacks that beset hydraulic mining 
will be removed Boon, we trust. 
The test 
case now on trial at Sacramento bids fair 
to result in favor of the defendants. But 
even if it does not, there is a higher Court 
where the rights of the miners are pretty 
sure to prevail. The scarcity of water this 
winter is not satisfactory, but our people 
are hopeful and find consolation in turning 
their faces towards the near futnre, which 
is bright with hope.—[Nevada Transcript, 
January 224.

DOMESTIC. 
The A nil-M ormon A gitation. 
PiTTSBUBG, January 25th.—Over 300 of 
the best names in town have called au anti­ 
Mormon meeting for to-morrow. 
N ew Y obk, January 25th.—The Times 
comments at leneth on the polygamy ques­ 
tion this morning. It says that tbe talk will 
end in nothing, and that the oft-repeated at­ 
tempt to crush out polygamy will come to 
naught, and things will go on as before. 
Congress does not need to be told that polyg­ 
amy should be suppressed, but how to sup­ 
press it. Out of the debate now going on 
there have been evolved one cr two 
expedients 
that 
are 
suggested for 
the suppression of Mormonism. 
These 
expedients are a hopeful indication that the 
people are much in earnest, and that the agi­ 
tation of the subject will not cease until 
something is again attempted for the cure of 
the evil of polygamous practices. The most 
radical of these measures is the repeal of the 
Act organizing the Territory of Utah and 
the substitution of a governing Commission. 
One of the bills already in the House pro­ 
vides for a repeal of the bulk of the organic 
Act and the appointment of a Board of Com­ 
missioners, as in the District of Columbia. The 
House does not favor a Military Commission 
for Utah. Such an expedient as this would 
be a virtual confession of the inability of the 
American Congress to provide for one of the 
largest and most populous Territories of the 
republic. It would be an acknowledg­ 
ment that the polygamists of Utah, 
after years of dtfiance, have finally 
compelled the Government of the United 
States to abandon the only approved 
existing method of providing a civil govern­ 
ment for the people cf the Territory. It 
would ha better that some of the expedients 
suggested in Congress and sought to be pat 
into the form of law should be tried before 
we give up the Territorial form of Govern­ 
ment for Utah. The Poland bill was useful, 
and its usefulness was only destroyed by the 
timidity of the Senate. The impossibility of 
proving polygamic relations is the main diffi­ 
culty in attempting to convict polygamists, 
and it is admitted that the conviction 
of ten or twenty polygamist leaders 
would result in the reception of another 
Divine revelation forbidding plural mar 
riage. The restoration of those parts of the 
emasculated law which related to an unlimited 
challenge of polygamous jurois might facili­ 
tate criminal proceedings. Bieamous cohabi­ 
tation made an offense, and not the marriage 
ceremony, would be another promising device. 
Both of these provisions are embodied in the 
bill reported from the Senate Judiciary Com 
mitteo yesterday by Senator Edmunds. The 
law limiting the jury list to 200 names for 
the year bhould be so amended as to prevent 
the exhausting of that number of talesmen 
before jury cases can be tried. Certainly it 
cannot be said that the resources of the law­ 
making power have been exhausted against 
the defiant polygamist. 
To lteport a Chinese B ill. 
W ashington, January 25th.—The House 
Committee on Education and Labor to-day 
authorized Representative Page, of Caliior 
nia, to report to the House for passage a bill 
to restrict Chinese immigration. This bill, 
which is compounded of several measures on 
the same subject, heretofore introduced by 
Page, and Will’s of Kentucky, provides for 
wholly suspending immigration of Chinese 
laborers to the United States during a period 
of twenty-five years after its enactment, 
except such as were residents of this country 
when the last Chinese treaty was signed, ar.d 
such as are now here, who are to be allowed 
to go and come at pleasure, if provided with 
prescribed certificates, or with the necessaiy 
identification. The bill also provides that the 
class of Chinese subjects who are exempted 
by treaty from any such prohibitory legisla­ 
tion, namely, merchants, teachers, students, 
travelers, Chinese officers and their body- 
servants, shall be required to exhibit certifi­ 
cates from the Chinese Government, indorsed 
by the United States Consuls at the ports of 
departure, proving that they individually 
belong to one of the exempted classes. The 
bill further provides a machinery cf regula- 
Utions, etc., for carrying its requirements 
into effect. 
The Exchange M arket and the National 
Fin anees. 
Niw Y ork, January 25th.—The Times, 
discussing the fact that exchange oa London 
yesterday was posted at within a fraction of 
the point at which gold shipment c juld be 
profitable, says : That such shipment in any 
formidable amount is likely to take place 
in the immediate future is not evident. A 
fall in the speculative prices of grain and cot­ 
ton, a rally in the Paris market and a further 
decline in stocks, would check a movement 
which as yet depends on a very delicate and 
apparently transitory combination of circum­ 
stances. But that shipments will ultimately 
be made, and in very serious proportions, we 
have no doubt whatever, because they are be­ 
ing compelled by permanent forces. A point 
which ought to impress itself upon the atten­ 
tion of the Goverument is, that we have a 
strong, significant and unmistakable warning 
to that effect, and we are by no means in con­ 
dition to protect ourselves from certain 
events which would follow such au event. 
If the financial affairs of our Government 
were on a sound basis it would need to make 
no difference what course current exchanges 
might take. If our currency were, as it pre­ 
tends to be, one of gold, or its equivalent, 
we could safely trust to the operation of the 
laws of trade to keep or get all the gold 
which was really necessary. There might be 
disturbances, and serious ones, and private 
fortunes might suffer, but these difficulties 
would adjust themselves, and the supreme 
agency of all the trade circulating medium 
would’ be safe from any fluctuation 
that could touch public credit, or could 
permenently affect the general prosperity. 
But we cannot forget that there is ou the 
statute book a law which compels the Gov­ 
ernment to redeem its notes in com, and that 
there is another which compels it immedi­ 
ately to reissue redeemed notes, and that 
these two laws together put the Government 
reserve of gold in a condition at all times un­ 
certain, and which at any moment might be­ 
come disastrous. If there should be a strong 
demand for gold, its first effect would be felt 
by the Treasury. If the redemption reserve 
were drawn down 1 >wer, the Govern­ 
ment would 
be 
obliged either to 
cn’er 
the 
open 
market 
to 
ob­ 
tain more, which would be immediately ex- 
poited, to withdraw it as soon as obtained, 
or to resort to the redemption of legal-tender 
notes in silver, which would be a direct and 
powerful blow at the public credit. The laws 
as they stand are the work of men who would 
gladly see precisely thÍ3 result. This effect 
has been repeatedly pointed out to Congress 
by the Secretary of the Treasury and his pre­ 
decessor, and by economists and financiers of 
established reputation. Two measures are 
absolutely essential to the protection of the 
Treasury ; one is the repeal of the law of 1878, 
rendering compulsory the issue of redeemed 
notes ; the other is the abandonment of the 
coinage of silver. There is no probability 
that Congress will adopt either of them, but 
the quotation of the London Exchange yes­ 
terday foreshadows what may be soon ex­ 
pected, and what we will be htlplees to resist 
iu our present condition. 
The N ation’s Wards. 
W ashington, January 25th.—The Secre­ 
tary of War has transmitted to the Indian 
Bureau the following dispatch from Colonel 
Mackenzie, commanding the United States 
forces in New Mexico: “ Van Smith reports 
the Apaches making a general war on the 
Mexicans in the State of Sonora; that there 
is a general effort being made by the Mexi­ 
cans to drive them out, in which he thinks 
they will succeed. Nana is reported by him 
as not dead, but with “ In ” (an Indian 
chief). Will take necessary precautions here, 
and transmit information to General Y/illcox. 
The Indians are said to be near Sahuripa, in 
the State of Sonora.” 
At a joiut meeting of the Senate and House 
Committees on Indian Affairs, the Secretary 
explained and advocated the bill recently 
prepared by him to provide for improving the 
condition of the uncivilized Indians, the re­ 
duction of their reservations to proper limits, 
and the allotments of theirlands in severalty. 
The Secretary took occasion to recommend 
with much earnestness an increase of the sal­ 
ary cf the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
and the appointment of an assistant Commis­ 
sioner, to relieve him of the routine drudgery, 
and enable him to devote more time te the 
investigation of important questions. 
P residential A ppointm ents. 
W ashington, January 25 .h.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands have directed 
favorable reports upon the nomination of 
Henry C. Olney ae Register of Lands, and 
Corbin B. Hickman as Receiver of Public 
Moneys at Lake City, Cal., and of Louis 
Dougall as Register of Lands at Denver. 
The President has stated that by next week 
he will be prepared to make a larger number 
of appointments in the West, including the 
Territories.An Infernal Machine. 
L ittle Rock (Ark.), January 25th.—A 
mysterious explosion occurred this morning 
at the residence of Ui'ited States District 
Judge H. C. Caldweli, which came near 
terminating seriou-ly. The Judge was sit­ 
ting in bis library, near the fire, when he ob­ 
served a small package containing white 
powder on the mantel, and, after carelessly 
examining it, tossed it into the fire, when a 
tenible explosion immediately followed, 
throwing the Jndge violently aeróse tbe room, 
breaking the furniture and doing other 


damage. Attendants rushed in and discov­ 
ered the Judge lying insensible on the floor, 
with the flssh torn fr->m both arms up to the 
elbows, and his hair and whiskers entirely 
scorched off.

R A IN F A L L F O R T H IR T Y O N E Y E A R 8. 


In compliance with request the following interestirg and valuable table of the rainfall 
at Sacramento for thirty-one years, or thirty-two “ seasons” la-:t past, compiled by 
Sergeant Barwiok, United States Signal Corps, at this station, and heretofore given by 
the R ecord-U nion, is republished with additional data including to date. The data for 
the years from 1819 to 1862 were obtained from records kept by the late Dr. T. M. Logan; 
from 1863 to June 30, 1877, from observations and records of Dr. F. W. H atch; and the 
remaining years from the Signal Office. The average rainfall for the thirty-one calendar 
years, computing the years from January 1st, wa3 19.46 inches, and for the thirty-two 
seasons, computing from August 1st to the same date of the following year, the average 
was 19.82 inches—only a difference of .36 of an inch from the former. The season of 
1881-2 includes only until January 24, 1882 :

The Decorations a Scene of Splendor and 
Beauty. 
The ninth annual bal masque of the Eu­ 
reka Social Club will take place at the Pavil­ 
ion this evening, and will unquestionably be 
by far the most attractive of any thu3 far 
given by the club.

WaSHrsGTON, January 25th.—As usual, 
G uiteau opaned the proceedings of the Court 
b y announcing: 
“ 5Iy sister has bean doing 
some silly talk in Chicago. 
She means well, 


b u t she is no law yer.” 
HASTENING TO A CONCLUSION. 
Judge i ’orter resumed his argument. 
H e 
w as admonished by the falling snow and the 
severity of the weather, from which he had 
Buffered, and from which doubtless the jury 
had also uTered. 
H e felt it was necessary 
to vary som ewhat from his original intention, 
and trust to the intelligence and honor of the 
jury to supply his defense. 
H e would not, 
therefore, Unger over the dry details of the 
evidence, feeling it im peratively necetsary 
th a t the case ehould bo brought to a conclu­ 
sion as soon as possible. 
H e would sim ply 
touch upon a few salient points of the evi­ 


dence. 
THE ASSASSIN’S BROTHER. 
“ John W . Guiteau,” said Judge Porter, 
“ I believe to be an honorable man. 
H e 
cam e here ready to contribute his means and 
his evidence and his services to save his 
brother's life and hi3 honored father’s name, 
and yet the truth comes from his lips that 
m ust impress upon every one of you a con­ 
viction that ou the 2d of J u ly this prisoner 
w as as sane as are you or I, or the Judge 
upou this Bench.” 
_ 
_ 
Heading from the evidence of J . W . Gui­ 
teau and commenting upon it. Judge Porter 
said of the prisoner : 
“ H e has two faces.” 
G uiteau—H ow many have you got? 
Judge Porter—H e has two faces, one show­ 
ing the sanity of a Parsee and the other the 
hideous grin of the fiend that possesses him. 
A s he continued to read from J . W . Gui- 
teau's testimony relative to his last interview 
w ith the prisoner, Guiteau continually inter­ 
rupted with such comments as, “ W hat I say 
is always true.” 
Judge Porter—W hat you say is generally 
false. 
G uiteau—I never said so ; that is absolute­ 
ly false. 
THE PRISONER’S ASSUMPTIONS. 
Proceeding, Judge P. rter contrasted the 
life, conduct and deceitful practice of the 
prisoner with that of the Apostle P aul in the 
light of the prisoner’s assumption, that lie, 
like Paul, web honestly engaged doing the 
Lord’s work, “ Paul never palmed off brass 
watches for gold. 
(“ N either did I ,” shouted 
G uiteau.) 
Paul never swindled his creditors 
out of their just debts.” 
“ Oh, your a blood m an,” shouted Guiteau. 
“ Y ou belong to the Judas tribe.” 
The picture drawn by Judge Pcrter web 
anything but a lovely one, and provoked the 
prisoner to his most abusive retorts. 
“ You are a liar, and you know it. and 1 
telt vou so to your face, Judge Porter,” he 
called out. 
“ This m an,” said Judge Porter, “ who 
says he never deceived any oDe”------ 
“ That’s a fact," piped the prisoner. “ Put 
that in frequently.” 
“ This man who Bays that he never de­ 
ceived any one. says in one of his handbills : 
‘ Lecture by Hon. Charles G uitecu.’ 
H e 
never deceived any one ! 
W here did he get 
his title of honorable?” 
“ That’s tho way my letters come to be ad­ 
dressed so,” said Guitean. 
“ This was the L ittle Giant of the W est,” 
continued Judge I’orter. 
Judge Port r then said : “ The Lord mur­ 
dered Garfield.” 
G uiteau shou’fd : “ Yes, and he'll murder 
you before long.” 
Judge P rter—The Lord defrauded the 
printers and the boarding-honses, and every 
night and morring the Christian prisoner 
thanked the Lord for his woik. 
GUITEAU IS WORRIED BETOND ENDURANCE. 
Guiteau continued, desperately shouting, 
“ Y ou’re a liar, and you know it. 
You 
haven’t brain-i enough to talk. 
A saint from 
heaven couldn’t stand the abuse of that man 
Porter, end 1 won’t stand it. 
He's a liar, 
and I c ili him so.” 
Porter said that he was sim ply reading 
from the sworn 
statem ent 
of 
G uiteau’s 
brother. 
Guiteau—H e’s no brother of mine, I want 
that 
understood. 
M y sister sympathizes 
with me. 
The first interruption from the counsel 
came when Keed strenuously objected to Por­ 
ter’s quoting some Kaglish authorities. 
Judge Cox said there was no cause for an 
objection ; though it was uot very relevant, 
it was not objectionable. 
ANOTHER LIVELY UPROAR AND MORE HARD 
NAMES CALLED. 
One cf Guiteau's remarks about the Jew s 
called from Porter the reply that he bail yet 
to know a m ac who need to be ashamed to 
gpring from the same race as the Savior. 
The clamor and din here mada by Guiteau, 
reinforced from his counsel (Scoville), resem­ 
bled a small Babel. 
Scoville finally objected to Porter’s con­ 
struction of the evidence, and the prisoner 
insisted that Porter should be arrested for in­ 
solence. 
The bailiffs in trying to quiet the assassin 
only drew from him the most vicious demon­ 
strations, and nearly obliged the officers to 
administer wholesome discipline. 
Porter then reviewed Hr. Spitzka’s testi­ 
m ony, and was called a miserable, dirty, lying 
whelp at intervals by the prisoner. 
CHARLOTTE CORDAT AND WILKES BOOTH. 
A t Porter's eloquent and stirring sentences 
Guitean was roused to almost fury, and bel­ 
lowed like a beast. 
Porter referred to K .ed’a 
discovery that Charlotte Corday was iueane, 
and Síi i that she was a great contrast to this 
vindictive, cowardly wretch. 
She was not 
»fr»id to die. 
•* I ain’t, either\” shouted Guiteau. 
“ Yon 
m ay put my body in the ground if you can, 
but I tell f ou that this natioa will go down ic 
b ’.ord if you harm a hair cf my head.” 
For the next half hour there was a continu­ 
ous stream of interruptions and abuse from 
the prisoner, end a score of tim es he de­ 
nounced Porter as a liar with various adjec­ 
tives. 
N ever before had hie vindictiveness been so 
plain and his cunning merged into angry 
spite, rird he unw ittingly emphasized Por­ 
ter’s sketch of himself. 
Recces. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After rc c iB s Guiteau tried to talk, bat was 
stopped by Jndge Cox. 
Porter said : Judas Iscariot could not have 
pronounced a more sinister judgm ent than 
Guiteau in his criticism of 
the 
religious 
»nd m oial growth of the past 600 years. 
G uiteau—Judas would h a v e employed you 
a s b is a t t o r n e y , you big liar, you. 
Porter depicted the ridiculous absurdity of 
Guiteau's claim of the insanity man; 
which 
left him, as soon as his victim Bank to the 
ground, a perfectly sans man. 
WILKES BOOTH AND GUITEAU. 
P oitsr described the tragic death of J . 
W Ikes Booth, and then proceeded : Bnt this 
m an 
. 
The prisoner—I shot m y man m broad 
daylight. 
. 
. 
P o rte r (continuing)—T1 is coword, th is dis­ 
appointed office-seeker 
_ 
The prisoner—Y oo are a liar, and you 
know it. 
Porter (finishing the sentence)— This ma­ 
lignant. diabolical, crafty, calculating, cold­ 
blooded murderer, providing for death to his 
victim and for safety to himself—would you 
compare him with Wi!i*-s Booth ? 
The prisoner—I A mid not. 
The compari­ 
son is in my favor. 
Y on are a nice orator. 
Booth and you w ill go dewn together, both 
of you, below. 
FURTHER OUTBURSTS. 
The prisoner now broke out ints wild ex­ 
clamations, of whioh th e following only were 
intelligible : “ God Alm ighty w ill follow you 
up, Porter." 
“ Those are m y sentim ents 
about this murder." 
“ I am not afraid to 
d ie.” 
“ God Alm ighty w ill smite you and 
corse you.” 
“ Y oo re a liar.” 
Porter—Forsooth, M r. Heed would (dace 


this murderer by the side of Charlotte Cor­ 
day, who gave her life that others m ight live. 
The prisoner (furiously)—God A lm ighty 
w iil curse you, Porter. 
To a D eputy Marshal who attempted^ to 
restrain him , he said : “ S it down, and mind 
your own business. 
If you lay a finger upon 
me a pistol w ill fix you. 
I will talk as much 
as I pisase. 
Porter knows he is lying, every 
word be ssys. H e’s trying to make out that I 
am not a patriot. 
I ’m willing to die to-mor­ 
row, if necessary, and God A lm ighty w ill re­ 
vengo m y death. 
This nation w ill roll in 
blood if a hair of m y head is harmed, and 
that man Porter w ill be ahead cf the crowd 
down below.” 
• Judge Porter continued, and at 3 o’clock 
announced that his argument was finished. 
TnE ju d g e’s charge to th e JURY. ■ 
A t 3:15 Judge Cox began to deliver his 
charge to the jury. 
H e commenced by say­ 
ing : T he Constitution provides that in all 
criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy 
the right of a speedy and public trial by au 
impartial jury in the State or District where 
the trial shall have beon com m itted; that he 
shall be informed cf the cause and nature of 
the accusation against him ; that he shall be 
confronted 
with 
the 
witnesses 
against 
h im ; 
that 
he 
shall 
have _ 
com­ 
pulsory 
process 
to 
obtain 
witnesses 
in hÍ3 favcr, and that he shall have the as­ 
sistance of counsel in his defense. 
Those pro­ 
visions are intended for protection cf the 
innocent from injustice and oppression, and 
it was only by their faithful devotion that 
guilt or innocence could be fairly ascertained. 
Kvery accused person was presumed to be in- 
noceut until the 
accusation was proved. 
W ith what difficultv and trouble the law 
had been administered in the present case the 
jurors had been daily witnesses. 
It wa>, 
however, a consolation to think that one of 
those sacred guarantees of the Constitution 
had been violated ic 
whole 
or in part. 
If the jury entertained a reasonable doubt 
on any ground, or as to any of the essential 
elem ents of the crime, the defendant was en­ 
titled to the benefit of that doubt, and to 
acquittal. 
The doubt, however, must be 
sincere, and fortified by proofs and testimony. 
The 
jury 
should 
be 
reasonably 
and 
morally 
certain 
of 
the 
facta 
which 
they 
declared 
to 
be 
tbeir 
verdict. 
There was no question 
about the firing 
of the shot, its producing death, and pro­ 
vided the defendant were capable of criminal 
intent or malice) of its malice aforethought. 
The prisoner’s own hand had written that he 
contemplated the removal of the President 
six weeks before the sh ootin g; had deliber­ 
ately planDed it and prepared for it. 
These 
things established malice. 
Nevertheless, if 
animosity were established to a necessary 
degree, it must be allowed full weight. 
H e 
had already said the man who is insane 
in 
the 
sense 
that 
makes 
him 
irre­ 
sponsible 
cannot com mit a crime. 
The 
defense of insanity 
has 
been 
so 
abused 
as to be brought into great discredit. 
It was 
the last resort in cases of unquestioned guilt. 
It had been the excuse for juries bringing in 
a verdict of acquittal when there was public 
sym pathy for the accused, and especially 
where there was provocation for the homi­ 
cide. 
According to law, it was sufficient to 
prove that the act was done by deliberate in­ 
tent. 
_ 
Before proceeding further, he wished to 
uotiee an incident which had taken place 
pending th e recent argum ent. 
T he prisoner 
had frequently taken occasion to prr-cHim 
th a t public opinion, as evident by tho press 
and correspondence, was in his favor. 
These 
declarations could co t be prevented, ex­ 
cept by th e process cf gagging the pris­ 
oner. 
A ny suggestion th a t tha jury could 
be influenced by such lawless chattel irg of 
th e prisoner would have seem ed to him 
absurd, and he should have felt th a t he was 
insulting the intelligence of the jury, if be 
had w arned them n o t to regard it. 
Counsel 
for the prosecution had felt it necessary, how­ 
ever, in the final argum ent, to interpose a 
contradiction to such statem ents, aud excep­ 
tions h ad been taken on th e p art of the ac­ 
cused to the form in which th a t effort was 
m ade. F o r the purpose of purging the record 
cf any objectionable m atter, he Bhouid sim ply 
say th a t anything which had beensaid on t it her 
side in reference to public excitem ent or to 
new spaper opinion was n o t to be regarded by 
ihe jury. 
To establish m urder it had to be 
proved, first, th a t death w as caused by the 
act ot th e accused, and further, it was caused 
w ith m alice aforethought. 
T h a t did not 
m ean, how ever, th a t the G overnm ent had to 
prove any ill w ill or hatred on the p art of 
the accused tow ard the deceased. 
W herever 
a hom icide was shown to have been com m it­ 
ted w ithout law ful au th o rity aud w ith de­ 
liberate in ten t, it w as sufficiently proven to 
have been done w ith m alice aforethought, and 
m alice w asj not disproved by show ing th a t 
the accused had no personal ill-will tow ard 
the deceased, and th a t ho killed him from 
other m otives. 
T he ju ry would have to say 
the defendant was q u ilty of m urder or inno­ 
cent. 
In order to constitute th e crim e of 
m urder th e assassin m ust have a reasonably 
sane m ind. 
In technical term s he m ust be 
“ of sound m ind and discretion.” 
A ny irre­ 
sponsibly ii.sane m an could n et com m it a 
m urder. 
If he was laboring under a disease 
of the m ental facultits to such an extent th a t 
he did n o t know w hat he was doing, or know 
th a t it w as w rorp, then he was w anting in 
th a t sound m ind, m em ory ar.d discretion th at 
was p art of his definition ( f m urder. 
E very 
defendant was presum ed innocent u n til the 
accusation against him was established by 
proof. 
N otw ithstanding this presum ption of 
irnoceDce, it was equally truo th a t the de­ 
fendant was 
presum ed 
to 
be 
sane, and 
to 
have 
been 
so 
a t 
the 
tim o 
the 
crim e wes com m itted. 
T he burden of proof 
as to insanity w as on the defense. 
The 
ju ry was not to infer th a t th e prisoner was 
insane because he com m itted an enorm ous 
crim e. 
T he only safe rule was for the jury to 
direct its attention to one test of crim inal re­ 
sponsibility, nam ely, w hether th e prisoner 
possessed enough m ental capacity a t the tim e 
the crim e v, us com m itted to know th a t it w as 
wrong, or w hether he w as deprived of th a t 
capaci’y by m ental disease. 
T hera was oue 
im p o rtan t distinction w hich the ju ry m nst 
uo t lose sight of, and 
th ey 
m ust 
de­ 
cide 
how 
far 
it 
was 
applicable 
to 
this case. 
T h at was tho distinction be­ 
tw een m ental and m oral obliquity, betw een 
m ental incapacity to distinguish 
between 
right ond wrong and m oral insensibility to 
th a t distinction. 
A nd now, gentlem en, to 
sum up all I have said to you, if you find 
from th e whole evidence th a t a t the tim e of 
the hom icide the prisoner was laboring under 
such defects cf his reason th a t he was incap­ 
able of understanding w hat he w as doing or 
seeiDg it was a w rong thing to do, as, for ex 
am ple, if he were under an insane delusion 
th a t the A lm ighty had com m anded him to 
do the act, then he was not in a responsible 
condition of 
m ind, 
b u t was 
an 
object 
of 
com passion, 
and 
should be now ac­ 
quitted. 
If, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
you 
find th a t he w as under no insane delusion, 
but had possession .f his faculties, and had 
power to know his act was wrong, and if, of 
his own free will, he deliberately concurred 
in the idea and executed tho homicide, then, 
w hether his m otives w ere personal vindict­ 
iveness, political anim osity, a desire to avenge 
supposed political wrongs, or a m orbid desire 
for notoriety, or if you are unable to discover 
any m otive a t all, the act is sim ply m urder, 
and it is your duty to find a verdict of guilty 
as 
indicted. 
O r 
(after 
a 
suggestion 
from 
Scoville 
to 
th a t 
effect) 
if 
you 
!i 
, th a t the prisoner is cot guilty by reason 
of insanity, it is your d u ty to say so. 
Y ou 
will now retire to your room and consider 
your verdict. 
During the delivery of the Judge’s speech, 
which was completed at 4:30 P. M., there was 
perfect stillness in the crowded Courtroom, 
and even the prisoner kept absolutely quiet, 
with the exception of one or two simple in­ 
terruptions. 
The jury im m ediately retired and many 
spectators left the Oourt-rooir. 


WAITING FOR THE VERDICT. 
A fter the jury had been out about twenty 
minutes, a recess was tak-n until half-past 5 
o’clock. 
Many cf the audience, who had vir­ 
tually been imprisoned since half-past 9 in 
the morning, availed themselves of the oppor­ 
tunity to obtain fresh air and lunch. 
The prisoner, at his request, had been al­ 
lowed, soon after the jury left the Court­ 
room, to retire to the little room he has occu­ 
pied since the trial began as a waiting room 
during recess. Before leaving the Court room 
he evinced considerable nervousness, but on 
getting away to his apartment his usual com­ 
posure and assurance soon returned. H e Bent 
out for some apples, with whioh he treated 
hiB attendants, m eauwhilechatting familiarly 
and good-naturedly. 
H e was asked what he 
thought the jury would do, and replied : “ I 
think they w ill acquit me, or disagree. Don’t 
you ?” 
• 
BEADY WITH A VERDICT. 
W ithin ten m inutes after the recess had 
been taken the jury called the bailiff in w ait­ 
ing, informing him that they were ready with 
their verdict. 
They were informed that a 
recess had been taken, and Jndge Cox had 
left the Courtroom, so they remained in 
their room until the Court reassembled. 
A rumor that the jury had agreed was 
quickly spread from one to another, and an 
excited crowd surged back into the Court­ 
room and anxiously awaited what all seemed 
to expect—a verdict of guilty. 
GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE SCENE. 
The m usty, antique rocm is devoid_ of gas, 
and a score or more of caudles, which had 
been placed upon the desks of Judge, counsel 
and reporters, imparted a weird and fancifully 
unnatural aspect to the grim old place. 
The 
shadows thrown upon the dark background 
of the wall Eeemed like filtirg specters to 
usher in the somber procession of those who 
held in their hands the destiny of a human 
life. 
First came the prisoner, with a quick, 
nervous step, and as hfl seated himself in the 
dock, perhaps far (fee last time, the light of a 
solitary eanidle fell upon hia face, and dis­ 
closed more tfcaa usual pallor, 
N at a tre­ 


mor of the limbs or the m ovement of a mus 
ole of the face was observable as he threw 
back his head and fixed his g-ze upon the door 
through which the jury were to enter. 
THE VERDICT. 
Judge Cox soon afterward took his seat. 
The Crier called “ Order,” and the jury at 
5:35 filed slow ly into 
their seats. 
Every 
sound was hushed save the voice of the Clerk 
as he pronounced to tha foreman the usual 
inquiry. 
Clear and distinct came tha reply, 
\ \ e 
have.” 
“ W hat is your verdict—guilty or 
not 
guilty •” 
.- 
, 
W ith equal distinctness came the reply, 
“ G uilty as indicted.” 
A TCMCLTCOUS SCENE. 
Then the pent-up feelings of the crowd 
found expression in uproarious demonstra­ 
tions of applause and approval. 
“ Order !” “ Order!” shouted the bailiff. 
Scoville and counsel for the prosecution 
were simultaneously upon their feet. 
Scoville attem pted to address the Court, 
but the D istrict Attorney shouted, ‘‘ W ait 
till we have the verdict com plete,#and in due 
form of law .” 
Order was at length 
restored, and the 
Clerk, agiin 
addressing the 
jury, said : 
“ Your foreman says ‘ G uiity as indicted.’ 
So sav you all ?” 
“ W e do.” all responded. 
Another demonstration of approval followed 
this announcement, but not so prolonged as 
the first. 
Scoville, still upoa his feet, demanded the 
poll of the jury, which was granted, and 
each juror was ca'led by name, and each iu a 
firm voice promptly responded, “ G uilty.” 
A s the last name was called the prisoner 
shrieked : “ M y blood will be upon the heads 
of that jury. 
Don’t you forget it.” 
Scoville again addressed the Conit-, sayin g: 
“ Your Honor, I do not desire to forfeit any 
rights I may have under the law and practice 
in this D istrict. 
If there is anything that I 
ought to do now to save those rights, I would 
be indebted to your Honor to indicate it to 
m e.” 
_ 
Judge Cox, in reply, assured him tbat he 
should have every opportunity; that the 
charge would be furnished him in print to­ 
morrow. and he would be accorded all the 
tim e allowtd by law within which to file his 
exceptions, and that he would also be entitled 
to four days within which to move an arrest 
of judgment. 
Guiteau, who, from the moment Judge 
Cox began tho delivery of his chargp, had 
dropped com pletely his air of flippant arro­ 
gance, and sat with rigid features and com­ 
pressed lips, called out in tones of despera­ 
tion, “ God w ill avenge this outrage.” 


THE JURY THANKED AND DISMISSED. 
Jndge Cox then turned to the jury and 
said : “ Gentlemen ot the jury, I cannot ex­ 
press too many thar.ks for the manner in 
which you have discharged your duty. 
You 
have richly merited the thanks of your 
countrymen, and I feel assured that you will 
take with you to your hemes the approval of 
your conscience. 
W ith thanks, gentlemen of 
tho jury, I dismiss you.” 
W ith this announcement, the Court was 
declared adjourned, and the now famous 
trial, which has absorbed public interest and 
attention for more than tea weeks, was 
ended. 
RETURNED TO HIS CELL. 
The crowd quickly left the Court-room, and 
the prisoner, gesticulating w ith hia manaclsd 
hands, was led out. 
As he passed the report­ 
ero’ tables, be leaned over and called out to an 
acquaintance: 
“ The Court in bank will re­ 
verse this busincs».” 
H is appearance was 
that of a man deeply moved with indignation 
at some outrage er indignity which had been 
put upon him. 
A s he was being put in the 
vsd, a crowd of men and boys yelled and 
shouted themselves hoarse in mockery of the 
prisoner’s constant boast that “ The Ameri­ 
can press and people are all with me.” 
The 
van was quickly driven away, followed till 
out of sight by the jeers and yells of the 
crowd. 
Scoville 
will 'probably 
file 
a 
motion 
in arrest of judgm ent and for a new trial on 
exceptions. 
Tli9 law gives the defendant 
four days to file a motion and reasons for a 
new trial, and it is customary for the Court 
to set some day to hear the argument. 
Should this motion be overruled, defendant 
will appeal to the general term, and under 
the law the defendant is to cause a suspen­ 
sion of sentence till after the next general 
term, not exceeding thirty days. 
The Janu­ 
ary general term is now in se-sion, and the 
case cannot go there, but will be appealable 
to the April terto. 
It is the custom to con­ 
tinue tlie April term until September, taking 
a recess over July aud A u g u st; but should 
it be closed by the latter part of M ay, then 
if the judgment is affirmed, tha execution 
m ight take place in July. 


scoville’s intention?. 
W ashington, January 25th.—Scoville said 
to night that the next move in the Guiteau 
case would be a motion for a new trial, which 
he expects to file Saturday. 


WHAT IS THOUGHT OF THE VERDICT. 
L afayette (Ind.), January 2oth.—There is 
but one sentim ent here—intense gratification 
at the news of G uiteau’s conviction. 
C leveland, January 25th.—The news of 
G uiteau’s conviction was received here with 
the greatest satisfaction. 
The announcement 
of the verdict at the Opera House between 
the acts was greeted with round after round 
of applause. 
B oston, January 25th.—The announce­ 
m ent of G uiteau’s conviction was made on 
the bulletins of this city while mar.y people 
were on the streets. 
T.;ey soon gathered in 
crowds in front of the newspaper offices, and 
expressions of relief and satisfaction were 
heard on all sides, 
W ashington, January 25th.—The news 
that a verdict had been rendered in the Gui­ 
teau case brought the people out of their 
homes to-night, notwithstanding the inclem­ 
ent weather, and the hotel lobbies were 
thronged. 
N aturally the trial wos almost 
the only topic of conversation, and so far as 
expressions at places of public resort, could 
be heard the verdict was universally ap­ 
proved and the jury highly commended.
